Claims 9, 16-19, 22, 23, & 24 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 9, 16-19, 22, & 23 it is not proper to 
include trademarks (Mylar) in the claims, because the 
manufacturer may change the nature of the product without 
changing the name, thus changing the scope of the claim. 

In claim 24, it is not clear what is the distance 
between the frame member and the center axis, or the 
distance between the frame and the center axis. In figure 
3, it appears that propeller 200 rotates about a center 
axis, and the frame member 132 also lies along that center 
axis. Strut 139 connects to the frame member at 131; strut 
135, 136 connects to the frame member at 131/ it appears 
that the distance between any of these connections and the 
center axis is zero. The frame 137 is a circular member; it 
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is not clear how a distance between this frame and center 
axis 132 is measured.
